A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N. J., was held on the above 
date, in the Council Chamber, City 
Hall, Newark, at 11 A. M. 


Present — Commissioners Archi- 
bald, Brennan, Monahan, Raymond, 
Mayor Gillen. 


The minutes of meeting of Febru- 
ary 24, 1921, were read and ap- 
proved. 


Commissioner Raymond—I am 
asking the Commission today to give 
me authority to appoint an expert on 
City lighting to make a survey of 
city lighting, recommend any rear- 
rangement of lighting, recommend 
_the best type of light and the best 
way of getting current. I expect to 
ask Mr. Harry F. Jackson, who is a 
local lighting man, to do this for us. 


Commissioner Raymond offered 
the following resolution: i 


RESOLVED, That the Director of 
the Department. of Streets and Pub- 
lic Improvements be and he hereby is 
authorized and directed to employ an 
expert on illumination for the pur- 
pose of making a survey and report 
on the entire street lighting system 
of the City of Newark.

Mayor Gillen—The Board is now 
prepared to hear any citizens who 
are interested in the High Street 
opening and widening. 


Judge Frank E. Boettner, 776 
Broad Street—I represent Mr. 
George W. Farnham. Mr. Farnham 
is the owner of property at the corner 
of Orange and High Streets. We are 
objecting to the amount of the award 
of damages, etc. Mr. James A. Berry, 
representing Mr. Farnham, will ex- 
plain the reasons for our objections 
to the awards the Board has now 
made. 


Mr. James A. Berry, 9 Clinton 
Street—-We have a plot of ground on 
the southeasterly corner of Orange 
and High Streets. The dimensions 


of the plot are 58x80 on the respec- 
tive streets. The Board of Assess- 
ment Commissioners, if that be their 
proper title, have awarded the owner 
of that, by reason of the piece that 
has been taken, a triangular strip if 
you please, $6,635 for the land ac- 
tually taken, and $5,300 in round 
numbers -for damages to the re- 
mainder. Our contention is that this 
is inadequate, insufficient and unfair, 
and we think we can show that to 
you. ‘I do not know upon what basis 
of valuation the figures were arrived 
at, but I think I can show you, as I 
said previously, that it is inadequate. 


Mayor Gillen—What was the 
amount of the award? 
Mr. Berry——$12,000, Mr. Chair- 


man, and I think that the owner of 
that property is entitled to not less 
than $17,000. 


Mayor ‘Gillen—-You think you are 
entitled to $17,000? Mr. Congleton, 
what do you think we should do? 


Corporation Counsel Congleton— 
The only thing you can do is to listen 
to what they have to say; hear the 
arguments and take it under con- 
sideration. . 


Mr. Berry-—This is rather a long- 
winded matter, and I feel if I were 
trespassing upon the time of the 
Commission perhaps we could set 
some other time for this specific pur- 
pose. We think our plot of land is 
worth, as it stands today, a rectan- 
gular plot, 58x80, not less than 
$25,000. By reason of the fact that 
the City has taken half of this plot, 
following the rule in such cases, we 
believe we are entitled to ‘three- 
fourths of the value by reason of 
fifty per cent. being taken. We are 


not departing from any set standard 
It ali being frontage you are taking, 
we contend we are entitled to three- 
fourths of the value of the’ whole, 
and, of course, we have precedents 
upon which to establish that claim. 
We are not so much discontented 
with the remainder of the award. 


Commissioner Raymond—It seems 
to me this is a waste of time for Mr. 
Berry and the Commission. Mr. 
Kearns says under the decision in 
the Vailsburgh Sewer case, this mat- 
ter must be taken in evidence under 
oath and we must have a hearing and 
go into the matter. 


Corporation Counsel Congleton— 
You can hear the arguments and 
then decide if a hearing should be 
held. 


Mr. Berry——~We contend the plot 
of ground we are speaking of stands 
in a class by itself. It is on the 
southeasterly corner of Orange and 
High Streets which is practically di- 
rectly opposite High Street on the 
northerly side of Orange Street giv- 
ing it a most unusual and command- 
ing position. You cannot come down 
from High Street without running 
into our property. It stands right in 
evidence. There is another conten- 
tion. At a previous hearing in the 
office of the Commissioners of As- 
sessment we were informed by the 
Commissioners that the basis of de- 
.termination of values on our side of 
the street were similar to that on the 
other side, where you are taking 
practically the same triangle, where 
the church is. We contend in that 
particular respect we are worth more 
than the land across the street, The 
street, as you gentlemen know, is un- 
like a great many other streets in 
Newark. The south side of Orange 


Street trom Broad up ıs the more 
valuable side. There are reasons for 
that, some of which we are prepared 
to show you. For example, opposite 
our land is a City Park, from a busi- 
ness angle dead stock; on the other 
side is the Westinghouse factory. The 
Park and factory are all that are on 
the northerly side of Orange Street 
and Orange Place. There is no in- 
centive for the pedestrian to walk on 
the northerly side of Orange Street, 
which puts traffic on our side. For 
that reason we feel, if the basis for 
valuations on the northwest corner 
be sound, then the basis of valuation 
on our land on the southeasterly cor- 
ner is unsound, because we are 
worth more to start with. 


Mayor Gillen—What award was 
made on the other side? 


Mr. Berry—f am not familiar with 
the figure given, but the Commis- 
sioners inform us that the basis is 
the same, and I contend there is 
error right there. There is another 
point I wish to impress for the bene- 
fit of this Board. High Street at our 
corner is a County road 66 feet wide. 
High Street on the other side is only 
50 feet scant. We are wider on our 
corner by 16 feet. There are others 
who were awarded values on same 
basis as given to us. There is one 
other feature. We are left with an 
unuseful triangular strip. The Com- 
missioners have taken exactly 50 per 
cent. of our land, and they have left 
us with a triangle that to our way of 
thinking is practically unuseful. If 
you will look at the map you will be 
inclined to agree with us. Further- 
more, across the street, they have 
taken another triangle, but have not 
to any depreciable extent injured the 
plot. I am not leaning down against 
our neighbor. They left him with a 


good useful plot, but ruined us They 
should give us excess condemnation. 
If that were in effect you could take 
it all and sell it, perhaps, to our 
neighbor. We think the figures 
awarded by the Commission should 
be raised fifty per cent. We feel we 


are entitled to $17,500. 
i 


Mayor Gillen—-What is the as- 
sessed valuation of that property 


Mr, Berry—-I cannot tell you. I 
think it is about $8,000. If you wish 
to set up the question of assessment 
of values we are ready to go into 
that. 


Mayor Gillen—-Don’t you think 
you got off pretty cheap on the valu- 
ation? 


Mr. Berry-—-As to getting off 
cheap, that is a matter for the Tax 
Board. I think they followed the 
usual trend and we are not criticis- 
ing them. We are sticking to the 
fact that our land is worth a great 
deal more than they have given us. 
lf excess condemnation were in ef- 
fect, Mr. Mayor, we would be called 
upon to explain nothing to you. You 
could take it over. We would not 
want it at all. It cannot be put in 
evidence, you merely hear us, but we 
know of an offer of $30,000 for this 
piece of property was made. 


Mayor Gillen—Have you anything 
more to offer? 


Mr. Berry—I hesitate to trespass 
on your time. I think the arguments 
we have set forth are sufficient at 
least in warranting your Commission 
to take the matter up and look into 
it, examine and determine what in 
your judgment is fair. ‘Consider it 
from the angle if you were left with 


that piece of land, an unusefa! 
triangle, at a pomt where you can- 
not get into it when traffic runs 
through there. We would also like 
to have you remember we are asking 
you fer $17,500 and we are prepared 
to show you at any time that we are 
entitled to it. We think we can do it. 


Mayor Gillen—-Mr. Boettner, have 
you anything further to offer? 


Judge Boettner—I have nothing 
further. I can only say that Mr. 
Berry represents us. 


Mayor Gillen—The Board will 
take the matter under advisement. 
The Board is now prepared to hear 
any other citizens on the High Street 
opening and widening. Is there any 
citizen desiring to be heard on any 
subject? 


Mr. David M. Litwin, 9 Clinton 
Street—I appear on behalf of Mr. 
Samuel Gorman, owner of property 
at 781 Clinton Avenue. Mr. Gorman 
and his neighbors are in a very pecu- 
liar position. That part of Clinton 
Avenue is a high-class residential 
neighborhood. The Zoning Commis- 
sion in dividing the City into zones 
divided that block into a residential 
zone and into a business zone, and it 
happens that the dividing point is at 
the westerly line of my client’s prop- 
erty. On the west are two lots, 50 
feet fronting on Clinton Avenue. I 
have taken this matter up with the 
Zoning Commission and they said it 
was without their jurisdiction and 
suggested that I take it up with you. 
Some time ago a permit was applied 
for a garage and a protest was made 
and that was refused. Then there 
was a permit granted to build a store 
and moving picture theatre on this 
property. That was granted by the 


Building Department on September 
3rd. On September 13th that permit 
was returned to the Building Depart- 
ment, but two days before that a 
permit was granted for a store, so 
that there was an overlapping of per- 
mits, and I say to you gentlemen, the 
second permit is void on that ac- 
count. The residents of the neigh- 
borhood object because of the fact 
that the Zoning Commission origi- 
nally fixed a point in the middle of 
the block as the dividing line. They 
want to convert this property into 
business property. (Mr. Litwin then 
read a resolution adopted by the 
Public Welfare Association of Clin- 
ton Hill protesting against the erec- 
tion of a store on Clinton Avenue be- 
tween 16th and 17th Streets.) 


At this time, on behalf of the 
protestants, I would like to have 
your Board adopt a resolution au- 
thorizing the Department of Build- 
ings to revoke the permit tempo- 
rarily until we can determine as to 
whether it is fitting and proper that 
business buildings be erected in this 
residential section. The people who 
own the property on the opposite 
side of the street also object because 
of the fact that there are two large 
homesteads between Leslie Place 
and the next street. 


Corporation Counsel Congleton— 
I do not believe the Board has the 
right to revoke a permit unless it 
was obtained through fraud. I do 
not think you can revoke the ordi- 
nance at this time and we could not 
pass an ordinance that is retroactive 
and deprive that man of his right. 
You have adopted an ordinance 
creating various districts and the 
Building Department in the ordinary 
course of business has granted a per- 


mit in accordance with your ordi- 
nance. 
Mayor Gillen—I would suggest 


that you take this matter up in con- 
ference with Mr. Congleton. I think 
you will do much better in taking 
the matter up with him, as there are 
many legal questions involved. 


Commissioner Monahan moved 
that the matter be referred to the 
Law Department for a conference be-. 
tween Mr. Litwin and Corporation 
Counsel Congleton.

Gentlemen:— 


The Jaenecke-Ault Co., a corpora- 
tion of New Jersey, having its prin- 
cipal office and place of business at 
Avenue B and Miller Street, in the 


City of Newark, engaged ın the man- 
ufacture of inks, litho supplies, dry 
and pulp colors and other articles 
used in connection therewith, com- 
plains that the E. I. DuPont de Ne- 
mours & Co., a corporation of the 
State of Delaware, owning property 
adjoining on the south side of the 
lands and buildings of the Jaenecke- 
Ault Co., where it operates a factory 
and piant for the manufacture and 
preparation of sulphuric and nitric 
acid, and that in the process of mak- 
ing such sulphuric and nitric acid 
large quantities of poisonous, offen- 
sive, unhealthy, sickening and nox- 
ious gases, fumes and vapors are 
discharged from a smokestack on the 
premises of the said DuPont Co. 
plant, descend and settle upon the 
buildings in the neighborhood, and 
are injurious to human life and 
health, causing great discomfort and 
ill health to those engaged in busi- 
ness in that neighborhood or residing 
there, and settle like a dense fog 
upon the buildings and then eat into 
the metal and woodword, causing 
great damage to the leaders, roofs, 
pipes, signs, windows and doors. 


The said fumes, gases, vapors and 
odors affect the health of those em- 
ployed in that neighborhood or re- 
siding there, and cause irritation of 
the nostrils, eyes and throat, result- 
ing in severe headache and nausea, 
loss of sleep and appetite. 


This condition of affairs has not 
only caused great damage and injury 
to the property owners in the neigh- 
borhood, but has also greatly depre- 
ciated the value of property. 


It is necessary at times, when the 
atmosphere is heavy and damp, to 
close the windows and doors, even in 
warm summer weather, in order to 
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keep out some of the fumes, vapors, 
and gases, otherwise conditions 
would be unbearable, but even the 
closing of windows and doors does 
not prevent the same from pene- 
trating to great extent. 


The said fumes, gases and vapors 
descend upon the foliage and other 
plant life in the neighborhood and 
destroy the same. 


People residing in and near the 
said premises have been compelled 
to move away because of the health 
of their families being affected. 


This condition of affairs creates an 
intolerable nuisance and will result 
in permanent ruin to the property of 
said Jaenecke-Ault Co. 


We therefore request you to take 
such action as may be necessary in 
order that this nuisance be discon- 
tinued.

I have considered 
this question from different angles, 
and I think the most proper place is 
the market plaza that belongs to our 
people, the inherent right of the 
common people to keep the market 
place right where it is on the land 
that has been dedicated to the City 
for market purposes. Mr. Mayor and 
gentlemen of the Commission, that 
place belongs to the City, and no act 
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of this Commission or any other body 
ın power in this State should deprive 
the people of this City of their prop- 
erty by using it for something else 
than what it was dedicated for. If 
you go east of Mulberry Street on 
the proposed new site, it will cost the 
City to acquire that property $1,500,- 
000 at least. If you build it on the 
plaza where it belongs, it can be built 
without one additional dollar being 
placed on the rent payers or tax- 
payers of Newark. 


Mr. George W. Lawrence, 33 Sum- 
mit Street, urged that the market be 
retained in its present location. 


Dr. Charles F. Kraemer, 776 
Broad Street, representing the Real 
Estate Board, stated that the pres- 
ent market was a barrier to the nat- 
ural development of property in the 
center of the City and opposed the 
market on the present site, and 
thought that the proposed site on the 
block east of Mulberry Street might 
interfere with the proposed diamond 
on the cross project, and suggested 
two sites for the new market, viz., 
on the site north of the proposed new 
Central Avenue, bounded on the 
west by Mulberry Stréet, on the 
south by Cherry Street and on the 
north by River Street; or on the site 
bounded on the south by Central 
Avenue, on the west by Mulberry 
Street, on the north by the proposed 
new Central Avenue and on the south 
by the canal or Boulevard. 


Mr. John Enstice, representing the 
Traffic Club, opposed the erection of 
the market on the present site, and 
favored the site suggested by the 
Chamber of Commerce, stating if the 
market was built on the present site 
with automobile parking facilities it 
would cause great congestion. 


Miss Ffizabeth Aldridge, of New 
York, urged that consideration be 
given to the women of Newark who 
patronize the market and that it be 
erected on the present site. 


Mr. Henry H. Bergfels, represent- 
ing the Chamber of Commerce, 
stated that his Committee had made 
a very careful study of the market 
site and that in going over different 


"sites they had concluded to recom- 


mend the plot east of Mulberry Street 
and aiso stated he had talked to a 
number of women as to the proposed 
new site and after it had been ex- 
plained to them they had agreed that 
the new site was the proper place for 
the market. 


Mr. Joseph Kanzien, representing 
the Essex Trades Council, urged that 
the market be retained on the pres- 
ent market site. 


Mr. D. B. Johnson, Jr., Secretary, - 


Marketmen’s Association, stated that 
the ‘marketmen had changed their 
mind as to the location of the new 
market and favored the new site east 
of Mulberry Street, and while they 
preferred Broad Street frontage they 
realized that conditions were chang- 
ing and that it would be better to 
have the market on the new site east 
of Mulberry Street. 


Mr. Frank A. Fetridge, represent- 
ing the Building Trades Council, 
stated that his organization reiter- 
ated its position in regard to the 
market location last Wednesday night 
in the stand they have taken for a 
great number of years that they can 
see no reason why a change should 
be made, and favored the erection of 
the new market on the present plaza 
site. 
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Mr. Frank P Ford, representing 
the Chamber of Commerce, reiterated 
his remarks of two weeks ago with 
respect to locating the market east 
of Mulberry Street. 


Mr. Bergfels—Dr. Hanrahan has 
continually made assertions that we 
are influenced by ulterior motives in 
this market question. I wish to say 
we have no motive except to help the 
Commissioners. It seems to be some 
of his insinuations are somewhat of 
a smoke barrage. 


Dr. Hanrahan—I am glad to be 
able to answer this gentleman. 


Commissioner Brennan — Mr. 
Mayor, what is this going to be? 
Do we have to sit here and listen to 
this exchange of oratory, or are we 
to hear arguments on the market? 


Dr. Hanrahan—yYou are here, Mr. 
Commissioner, to listen to the citi- 
zens, I have never made any insin- 
uations against. anyone, 


Commissioner Brennan—I am not 
shouting on every street corner 
charging people with something 
which cannot be proven by others. 


Commissioner Monahan — I was 
originally in favor of having the mar- 
ket on the present site. I have 
looked at this matter from many 
points of view, and finding out in fu- 
ture’ years the present site would not 
be large enough in keeping with the 
growth of the city, I am now con- 
vinced that the erection of the mar- 
ket east of Mulberry Street will give 
the city a much larger place and will 
satisfy the public or City of Newark 
better in years to come, especially in 
a few years to come. If we put the 
market on the present site it will 


only be a matter of a year or so 
when we will have to enlarge it. I 
am. row in favor of having it on the 
new site east of Mulberry Street. 
However, I do not, as I have said be- 


fore, want to railroad anything 
through. 
Commissioner Monahan moved 


that an ordinance entitled “An Ordi- 
nance authorizing the construction of 
a new Center Market and Parking 
Station,” be laid over for one week.

Mr. Mayor and Gentlemen—-I hope 
you will take this into favorable con- 
sideration and act on it, and give the 
people of the City of Newark an op- 
portunity of expressing on the ballot 
the site which. they think is most ap- 
propriate. 


Commissioner Raymond—-Do you ` 
want to submit the question of 


whether there shall be a market? I 
would like to submit the question of 
whether they want a market built 
now. 


Dr. Hanrahan—Just as to loca- 


tion. 


Commissioner Monahan—Do you 
realize that the old market site is too 
small? I like the old site very well, 
in fact, better than the new site, but 
it is not big enough. You would not 
have room enough for a Farmers’ 
Market, and on this new site you will 
have everything, including railroad 
facilities, 


Commissioner Raymond—I would 
like to put a thing like this up to the 
people, the whole thing of whether 
they want to spend a million and a 
half dollars on a market and where 
they want it. I think on account of 
the big difference of opinion in the 
city, it would relieve everybody of 
a great deal of responsibility which 
we should not take, but should leave 
it to the people. 


Mr. Henry Hebeler, representing 
the Building Trades Council—This 
market question has been hanging 
fire for years. Three or four years 
ago an injunction was gotten against 
the market and $25,000 was spent 
digging a hole and another $25,000 
spent to fill it up again. This prop- 
erty belongs to the City and the 
working people and common people 
want the market where it is today. 


Mr. Herbert Boggs, representing 
the Chamber of Commerce—tThe or- 
dinance as introduced provides for 
building the market on the site east 
of Mulberry Street. Now the propo- 
sition comes up to submit the whole 
to a referendum vote as to whether

the market shall be built on the new 
or old site. It seems to me that the 
gentleman who spoke so strongly in 
favor of this site had forgotten one 
thing, and that is, that we have to 
look to the future as well as the 
present; that the present site does 
not offer room for expansion and 
enlargement as the City grows as the 
other site does, and further than 
that, that the present site, if sold 
eventually, will bring in almost 
enough to pay for the new market, 
so the City would be put to very little 
expense for the new market and the 
revenues coming in will be so much 
more for the use of the City. Inde- 
pendent of that the question of 
whether a matter of this kind should 
be submitted to the people is a mat- 
ter for very careful consideration. 
This is a question of administration, 
of policy, of what is best, and I think 
a Commission like this can better de- 
cide a matter like that than a vote at 
the polls, where it is very difficult to 
make all people understand the ques- 
tion at issue and where at a general 
election there are a number of other 
matters, and where, the chances are, 
the bulk or great masses of people 
who come to the polls and vote on 
other matters may not vote upon this 
question. If there is to be action at 
all on this matter, it seems to me 
there should be no question but what 
the proposed site is the best one, 
taking into view the fact that is is 
just as much benefit to the common 
people, and I hope I am one of them, 
to have this market on the new site. 
The marketmen themselves are cer- 
tainly more interested in the matter 
and more interested in having the 
market used than any other class of 
people. The very fact that,the stand- 
holders agree that the users of the 
market will come and use the mar- 
ket on the new site is the best pos- 


sible evidence that that ıs the best 
site, otherwise they would be utterly 
opposed to changing. On this site 
we have not only room for building 
the new market, but we have room 
for a Farmers’ Market and the devel- 
opment of a wholesale market with 
storage and railroad facilities. 


Mr. Herman Mendel, 372 High 
Street—tThe citizens at large, I be- 
lieve, are not interested so much if 
the market is this way or the other 
way. They want a sanitary market. 
The plot you have now where the 
Farmers’ Market is seems to me 
plenty big enough for the next twen- 
ty-five years. The question is What 
are you going to do with the far- 
mers? Are you justified in spending 
three million dollars for the far- 
mers? My opinion is you would not 
be justified in spending three million 
for a farmers’ market. The proper 
place for the market is where it is 
now. You have enough room for 
twenty-five years to come. 


Mr. Edward Reid, representing the 
Essex Trades Council—The organi- 
zation which I represent takes the 
same position as formerly against 
any removal of the present market 
site. There would be no guarantee 
that conditions will be any better in 
the proposed new site than the old 
site. Mulberry Street is in a very 
congested district and if you divert 
traffic from Broad Street to Mulberry 
Street there is no doubt but what 
conditions will be worse than at the 
present time. It seems to me per- 
sonally this proposition should be 
left until the abandonment of the 
canal. We have no assurance as to 
who will acquire that canal site. We 
believe it is unnecessary at this time 
to put the City of Newark to the ex- 
pense of finding new title to new

property. The Essex Trades Council 
do not want to stand in the way of 
any improvement that may be for the 
best interest but we do object to the 
removal of the old market from the 
present site to the new site. 


Mayor Gillen—The ordinance 
now before us. This is a question of 
great interest. My mind was open 
on it from the beginning. We have 
listened to arguments pro-and con 
and I have given considerable 
thought to it, because it involves a 
large expenditure of money and be- 
cause it will effect more or less the 
future planning of the City. Some 
years ago when the question was 
brought up for the erection of a new 
market on the present plaza I ob- 
jected to it then, because I felt that 
the territory between - Broad and 
Mulberry Street should be reserved 
for high-class office buildings, banks 
and business of that character, in- 
surance companies, etc. That seemed 
to be the natural development that 
that property should be put to.. I 
have never changed my mind. There 
is a bill pending in the Legislature 
to abandon the canal and there is no 
doubt but ‘what the canal will be 
abandoned some time in the near 
future and the use of the canal the 
sub-surface and surface, will also 
have a great bearing on the future 
development of the City. The prop- 
er use of the bed of the canal 
would be a high speed line and the 
top surface could be developed as a 
Boulevard for automobiles and ve- 
hicles of all kinds except trolleys. 
That would improve that whole sec- 
tion and the general opinion of those 
interested in city planning is that the 
market should be removed to some 
adjacent place not too far away. In 
view of that, I feel I should vote 
against the ordinance, because I 
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think we should wait until the canal 
abandonment is settled. I think the 
present market, as bad as it is, could 
be fixed up in some manner to meet 
the sanitary requirements and hold 
us until the canal is abandoned. An- 
other proposition is, this whole Com- 
mission is going out of office and 
maybe not one of us will be re- 
elected. Just on the eve of our de- 
parture we commit the City to an ex- 
penditure of three or three and a 
half million dollars. I do not offer 
any objection to the plan, because 
Commissioner Monahan has given a 
great deal of time and study to it, 
and I know he is very much inter- 
ested in a new market with parking 
facilities and on that account I de 
not like to vote against it. On the 
other hand, I feel at this late date 
this Commissfon should not vote for 
this great expenditure of money. I 
think it should be left to the new 
Commission and then left until some 
definite plan is decided upon on this 
canal. 


Commissioner Brennan —— For 
years I have been a strong advocate 
for the erection of an up-to-date mar- 
ket cn the present site, in other 
words, on the Farmers’ site. I was 
practically wedded to it. I might 
say three or four weeks ago, when 
Commissioner Monahan introduced 
his resolution for the erection of a 
new market on that site I willingly 
signed it. After the new proposition 
to build the market east of Mulberry 
Street was presented after looking 
the preposition over as submitted by 
rough sketches of the architects, I 
might say it somewhat caused me to 
change my views as to the erection 
of a new market. Having had to 
deal with the traffic situation in the 
City for the past three years and 
realizing the congestion now existing 
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on Broad Street, especially in the 
vicinity of the market, and further 
realizing the added congestion which 
will naturally result through the 
erection thereon of a modern market 
with parking facilities, although it 
is sadly needed, I might say I per- 
sonally became convinced that the 
new site, with its possibilities of ex- 
pansion, the possibilities of an adja- 
cent Farmers’ Market, which in a 
measure is essential to the shopping 
public as is the retail market, caused 
me to change my views considerably 
upon the proposition. However, if 
it is possible, there being such a dif- 
ference of opinion, to have the ques- 
tion submitted to a referendum, al- 
though that is procrastination, in a 
way, I would be in favor of submit- 
ting the matter to the people. That 
will, of course, mean the delaying of 
operations for possibly six months at 
the very least, and if there was ever 
a time when the City, in my estima- 
tion, should engage in improvements 
that is going to give work to the un- 
employed of the City, now is the time 
they should engage in it. We are 
appealing daily to manufacturers to 
assist us in relieving the unpar- 
alleled economic conditions now ex- 
isting, but owing to the difference of 
opinion as to the site, I am willing 
to have the question submitted to a 
referendum, and I want to say I am 
going to urge all that I can the adop- 
tion of the site east of Mulberry 
Street. I realize the necessity of a 
modern market, but at the same time 
I appreciate the opinions of our cit- 
izens as expressed relative to the site 
on which the market should be 
erected. 


Commissioner Monahan moved

Dear Director Raymond:— 


We have examined into the ques- 
tion of the assessments for benefits 
to Wilson Avenue property between 
Newark Bay and Avenue L. 


At a hearing conducted by Mr. Van 
Duyne, representing Commissioner 
Raymond, on March ist, 1921, pro- 
tests were made by the following 
property owners or their representa- 
tives: 


. Doyle of the Rockwell Co. 

. Fox of the Radel Leather Co. 
. Smith of the Feigenspan Corp. 
. Katz of the Rubberset Ce. 

. Mahaney of A. Gross Co. 


Representative of the Balback 
Smelting and Refining Co., 


-all of whom were members of the 
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Ironbound Improvement Association. 
They based their protest against the 
benefit assessments on the following 
claims: 


1—That the pavement was. laid 
prematurely so far as property de- 
velopment in that section of the city 
was concerned; that it was put down 
as a war emergency Measure so as 
to make it possible for the large war 
material industries—most of which 
were out of the area of the benefit 
assessment of this improvement—to 
function, it being deemed necessary 
that adequate means of heavy truck 
transportation over Wilson Avenue be 
given; 


2—That had it not been for the 
war emergency argument they would 
have objected very strongly to the . 
expenditure of money for paving this 


avenue inasmuch as the temporary 
pavement, repaired annually, or 
oftener, by the City of Newark be- 
tween Hyatt Avenue, or what was 
then Ball’s Lane, and Avenue L was 
generally sufficient for their needs; 


3—That the section of Wilson Ave- 
nue which extends from Doremus 
Avenue to the Newark Bay was 
never used for any purpose and has 
little, if any, use today; 


4—That at the time the question 
of paving Wilson Avenue was 
brought up they were assured, not 
only that it was a war emergency, 
the cost of which would be paid for 
as were the costs of other war meas- 
ures, but that a granite block pave- 
ment over sand was in the nature of 
a temporary pavement and an assess- 
ment for benefits could not be levied 
against the property owners until 
such time as the meadow fill had 
settled and the temporary pavement 
replaced by a permanent pavement. 
Considerable stress was laid upon the 
statement, claimed to have been made 
prior to the time that the granite 
block was laid, that it was not to be 
considered as a permanent pavement 
and several of the objectors stated 
that they would have been willing 
to pay the assessment for benefits if 
this pavement had been permanent; 


5—That since this work was done 
as a war emergency measure and 
since it was carried on as such it can- 
not legally come up for assessment 
for benefits on surrounding property. 


We have inspected and examined 
the Wilson Avenue pavement and 
have found the same to be in excel- 
lent condition, aside from a few ir- 
regularities and depressions due to 
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settlement In our judgment this 
pavement should not be considered 
as a temporary payement, but as a 
permanent one. The cost of bring- 
ing it back to grade at such times as 
settlements occur is slight and this 
roadway can be used at all seasons 
of the year by vehicles of any de- 
scription and without damage to 
them under normal rates of speed, 
whereas Wilson Avenue without this 
pavement would be inaccessible to 
traffic during the fall and spring 
months and during times of heavy 
rain. 

We recommend that the matter of 
tbis assessment be referred back to 
the Commissioners of Assessments 
for Local Improvements and the 
question as to their legal right to 
make the assessment, if the improve- 
ment was made as an emergency war 
measure, be decided. If the legality 
of the assessment is proven we rec- 
ommend that a hearing be given by 
said Board to the objectors at which 
to further state their reasons for ob- 
jecting to the amount of the assess- 
ment, and an effort made to come to 
a conclusion as to an amount that 
will be satisfactory both to the ob- 
jectors and to the City of Newark.

Mr. Charies Barr, Jr., represent- 
ing the Building Trades Council, 
stated that he represented twenty- 
five to thirty thousand organized 
mechanics in the City of Newark and 
that he appeared before the Board 


to urge the necessity of going ahead 


with the market project on the pro- 
posed site east of Mulberry Street, 
stating in the past his organization 
had been opposed to erecting the 
market anywhere except on the pres- 
ent site, but that after a thorough 
study of the proposition they had 
become convinced that the site east 
of Mulberry Street is the most favor- 
able site to erect the new market. 


Mr. Henry F. Hilfers, representing 
the Essex Trades Council, stated his 
organization after a careful study of 
the project felt that the new site 
east of Mulberry Street was an ideal 
site and urged that the Board pro- 
ceed to erect the market on the pro- 
posed new site. 
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The following resolution was re- 
ceived and read:

WHEREAS, There is no indication 
of the cost of building material de-

coming down materially in the near 
future, and 


WHEREAS, A new market is ur- 
gently needed, and whether it should 
be erected on the present site or on 
the east side of Mulberry Street, as 
has been outlined at various hear- 
ings and through the public press, 
could be safely left in the hands of 
our City Commission, especially as 
the arguments advanced for and 
against either plan seems to be of 
minor importance when we consider 
the employment it would furnish to 
those that need it, and need it quick, 
both plans having their advantages 
and disadvantages. 


RESOLVED, By the Essex Trades 
Council, that we urge upon our 
Board of City Commissioners the 
need of a new market building, and 
that the same should be started with- 
out any undue delay. Whether erect- 
ed on the present site or on the east 
side of Mulberry Street should be left 
entirely to their judgment, and what- 
ever decision they may reach it seems 
to us should and would meet with 
the approval of the wage-earners and 
patrons of our market, and that the 
site east of Mulberry Street would 
not be objectionable if they in their 
wisdom so decide. 


RESOLVED, That a committee of 
three be appointed who in conjunc- 
tion with a municipal committee ap- 
pear before the City Commissioners 
next Thursday and express to them 
the sentiments of these resolutions. 


PROVIDED FURTHER, That this 
resolution only be effective if the 
Building Trades Council adopt a 
similar resolution.

Mr George W. Lawrence, 33 Sum- 
mit: Street, fayored the suggestion of 
Dr. Hanrahan to put the matter of 
site for the new market before the 
people on referendum and offered the 
following:

Mr. Herbert Boggs, representing 
the Chamber of Commerce, stated 
that the marketmen were unani- 
mously in favor of the new site and 
urged that the ordinance as now be- 
fore the Board be adopted. 


Mr. Meyer Zemel urged that the 
market be erected on the site east 
of Mulberry Street, stating that the 
erection of a new market on this site 
would improve a very poor locality. 


Mr. Noah Geiger urged that the 
market be erected on the Plaza site, 
stating that the placing of the mar- 
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ket on the proposed new site would 
tend to take away homes that are 
badly needed. 


Mr. John H. Enstice, representing 
the Traffic Club, urged that the mar- 
ket be erected on the site east of 
Mulberry Street. 


Mr. Henry Hebeler, representing 
the Building Trades Council, stated 
that his organization felt the ques- 
tion of location of the new market 
should be left to the wisdom of the 
Board. 


Commissioner Monahan——-I am 
glad to see labor take the stand it 
has and I would like to say a few 
words regarding the old site. The 
old site never would be large enough 
to build the kind of a market we in- 
tend to build. I have no objection to 
the old site. If it was large enough I 
would have stuck to my former ordi- 
nance, but I was convinced the other 
site was more suitable and therefore 
I changed my mind. I would like to 
say another word regarding the re- 
marks of Dr. Hanrahan that we are 
going to dispossess a lot of people liv- 
ing in that vicinity. I want to say 
there are very few people living in 
that neighborhood and the demol- 
ishing of those old buildings will 
have a tendency to build a lot of 
buildings to house the families that 
are now looking for rooms, for the 
reason that there will be a lot of 
building material coming from those 
buildings after they are demolished. 
Another thing, in this new site we 
will have ample room to build and 
take care of the farmers, and also 
commission merchants, with railroad 
facilities. I would like anybody who 
wishes to do so to step up here and 
look at this pian. It is only tenta- 
tive, but it is according to plans I 


have ın view. We will widen Com- 
merce Street, making 1t 60 feet wide, 
also widen Canal Street and make 
that a wide thoroughfare and not in- 
terfere with any future use of the 
canal, The market will be far 
enough away from the canal bed to 
allow for any improvements that may 
be seen fit and will not interfere 
with the canal or its future uses. I 
think it is an ideal site and it will 
not take us long to go through with 
the condemnation proceedings. 


Commissioner Raymond—I would 
like to say a word on this subject. 
I have always been opposed to build- 
ing a market on the Plaza site from 
the beginning, and that has been my 
position for the last six years. I 
could not have voted for a market 
on that site. I think the present site 
that Commissioner Monahan has 
chosen has been chosen with great 
wisdom, leaving the Plaza site for 
future development in line with the 
growth of Newark, the establishment 
of a splendid civic center there. The 
condition of employment is such that 
I feel it is wise to start the market 
now. So far as a referendum goes, 
there might be some good reason for 
referring the question of the expendi- 
ture to the people, but the question 
of site, it seems to me, would be 
absurd to refer to the people on ref- 
erendum. I shall take pleasure in 
voting for this ordinance. 


Commissioner Brennan —I might 
say I had for years been wedded to 
the erection of a modern market on 
the present site. After the proposed 
site was suggested and after look- 
ing over the drawings made of same, 
which I had the pleasure of having 
explained to me by men capable of 
doing it, and having taken the mat- 
ter up with various labor organiza- 
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tions who for years have fought for 
the erection of a new market on the 
present site, gives me pleasure to at 
least get under way before my term 
of office expires in the erection of a 
market that will be a credit to the 
eity in preference to the one we have 
at present, and I feel five years hence 
after this market has been construct- 


ed there will not be a citizen in New- 


ark that will not say that the Com- 
mission exercised wisdom for the fu- 
ture growth of Newark in moving to 
the new site. The erection of a new 
market is admitted on all sides as 
necessary, and it is something posi- 
tively desired by the purchasing pub- 
lic, 


A representative of Hebeler & Co. 
stated he had seen the plans for the 
new market on the site east of Mul- 
berry street and that the commission 
merchants on Commerce Street were 
heartily in favor of the new ‘site. 


Commissioner Archibald stated he 
was fully convinced that the market 
on the proposed new site was the 
best location for the market.

shall not exceed the sum of $3,000,- 
000.00, and that the sum of $637,- 
135.35, now in hand in the City 
Treasury, being the balance of. the 
proceeds of a bond issue heretofore 
authorized for the erection of a new 
Centre Market, be and the same is 
hereby appropriated for the uses and 
purposes herein authorized and the 
balance of said sum of $2,362,864.65 
is hereby appropriated for the pur- 
poses herein specified and shall be 
raised by a bond issue. 


Sec. 5. This ordinance shall take 
effect immediately. S

Commissioner Raymond—wWe have 
had a long talk and given due con- 
sideration to this matter.

Mr. Congleton 
advised us the zoning ordinance hav- 
ing been passed after this permit was 
granted, could not be retroactive in

- is entitled to go ahead with his build- 


ings. It is a Court. of Chancery ac- 


tion. 


Corporation Counsel Congleton — 
When the Building Department 
grants permits they do not go into 
the matter of whether there are re- 
strictions on the property. Someone 
has the right to go before the Court 
of Chancery. 


Mayor Gillen — Has the city the 
power to rescind? 


Corporation Counsel Congleton-— 
Not in my judgment.
